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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It Is unconvincing. Applicant's functional 
language in regard to the valve in the bypass conduit has been treated consistent with MPEP 21 14, a fact counsel fails to address in his 
remarks. Functional recitations of the intended use of a structure are not structure. While the heat exchangers of Dumser may not be 
Illustrated In the drawings, one cannot give the reference an honest read without aclcnowledging their existence and their connection to 
ports 5 and 6 In Dumser. The flow rate indicators are clearly disclosed at 7 and illustrated in great detail in Figure 3 of Dumser. The 
bypass and valve are clearly disclosed by Morgan and Sueyoshi, notwithstanding applicant's remarks to the contrary. Finally, counsel 
admits that applicant's Isolating valve 21 (page 13, last paragraph, of the August 13, 2007 response) is a simple on-off valve. That on-off 
valve is disclosed in the bypass conduit each of Morgan and Sueyoshi.
